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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a method for controlling fluid flow 
during opthalmic surgery comprising the steps of determining irrigation fluid pressure 
and continuously adjusting a maximum vacuum setting based on the continuous 
determination of irrigation fluid pressure. The closest prior art, namely Armeniades '984 
and Armeniades '205, does not disclose determining irrigation fluid pressure, but 
instead discloses measuring intraocular pressure. Therefore, the references cannot 
teach continuously adjusting a maximum vacuum setting based on an irrigation fluid 
pressure.
